Fol­ 
lowing these Mr. Lane was intro­ 
duced by Mr. A. J. Buchanan, 
and for an hour and a half beld 
the undivided attention 
of the 


audience. 
Mr. Lane answered and refuted 
all the charges which have been 
heaped upon Judge Bell by a close 
analysis of his private life and 
official record, which is an open 
book to he read by the people of 
Texas.

inn Hags. 
Following came fhe Ital­ 
ians with their families, seventy- 
eight vehicles beiug counted in the 
p a r a d e , which moved south on Main
